The Spaniards assert that Germany 
will take* a coaling station here and that 
S p a in w ill retain the remainder of the 
islands. 
The last Spanish garrisons at Ilooos 
and Laguna have surrendered and the 
whole island of Luzon is in the hands 
of the insurgents except at Manila and 
Cavite. 
Aguinaldo went to Lelollos on Fri­ 
day. 
He has announced his intention 
of convening an assembly of the Fili 
panos on Sept. 15, in order to decide 
upon the policy to be adopted by the 
insurgents. 
The correspondent here of The Asso 
elated Press has had an interview with 
Aguinaldo, who said there were 67.0IX 
insurgents armed with rifles. He added 
he could raise 100,000 men. Indeed, th* 
insurgent leader pointed oat, the whole 
population of the Philippine islands was 
willing to tight for their independence. 
Continuing, Aguinaldo said he had 
0,000 military prisoners, including 5,OOO 
in the vicinity of Manila, besides civil 
prisoners. 
Later Aguinaldo said the “ provisional 
government ’ was now operating aa 
provinces. He asserted that on Aug. 2 
they elected delegates, in numbers pro­ 
portionate to the population. 
As to the Americans, Aguinaldo re­ 
marked that he considered them as 
brothers and that “ the two sovereign 
republics were allied against a common 
enemy.” 
When questioned as to whether the 
future Filipino policy would be abso 
lute independence, Aguinaldo excused 
himself from replying, and asked what 
America intends to do. 
I he correspondent being unable to 
answer this question. Aguinaldo con 
tiuued: 
“ We have been fighting for independ 
ence for a long time. 
The natives whc 
profess lo favor annexation are insin­ 
ce re 
it is merely a ruse to ascertain 
American views." 
As .-.cd if the Filipinos would object 
to the retention of Manila, Aguinaldo 
dei lined to answer. 
“ Would the Filipinos object to Amer­ 
icans retaining a coaling station, if rec 
ognizmg the indpeiidence of the islands 
or establishing a temporary protector­ 
ate over tnem V” 
Aguinaldo again refused to answer 
Peudiug the conclusion of the assem­ 
bly, Aguinaldo said he was confident 
there would be no trouble between 
America aud the Filipinos. 
The insurgent leader denied having 
received a request from General Otis 
and Rear Admiral Dewey to withdraw 
his troops to a prescribed distance from 
Manila and Cavite aud he declined tc 
discuss the effect of such a request. 
The correspondent closely questioned 
him about last Saturday’s incident 
when the Pennsylvania troops pro 
ceeded to establish a new outpost. The 
Filipinos objected and nearly precipi­ 
tated hostilities, ordering the Arneri 
cans to withdraw in 20 minutes. They 
issued ammunition and intercepted th* 
American reinforcements. Finally Gen* 
eral Hale ordered all the Pennsylva­ 
nians to advance and the rebels with 
drew.

The local governor has explained that 
the incident was a complete mistake, 
and has repudiated his subordinated 
action. Aguinaldo declared to this cor­ 
respondent that the Filipino who made 
the trouble merely pretended to be an 
officer.and is entirely unconnected with 
the insurgent army. 
Aguinaldo com 
plained that the Spaniards were “ dis­ 
seminating false reports for the pur­ 
pose of fomenting antagonism between 
the Filipi nosand the Americans.” 
T h d whole interview conveyed the 
impression that Aguinaldo desires abso­ 
lute independence, regards the mission 
of the*Americans here as accom plished, 
and expects their withdrawal, “ just ai 
the, French with Lafayette withdrew 
after helping the Americans in the wai 
of independence, a war of humanity.’

Dilating in this com­ 
munication upon the objects of militant 
anarchism, he wrote:

As to the Americans, Aguinaldo re­ 
marked th at he considered them as 
brothers aud th at “ the two sovereign 
republics were allied against a common 
enem y.” 
VV hen quest ioned as to w hether the 
future Filipino policy would be abac 
lute independence, Aguinaldo excused 
himself from replying, and asked w hat 
America intends to do. 
The correspondent being unable to 
answer this question. Aguinaldo con­ 
tinued; 
“ We have been fighting for iudepend 
enoe for a long time. 
The natives whc 
profess to favor annexation are insin­ 
cere. 
it is merely a ruse to ascertain 
American views." 
Asr-.ed if the Filipinos would object 
to the retention of Manila, Aguinaldo 
declined to answer. 
“ Would the Filipinos object to Amer­ 
icans retaining a coaling station, if rec 
oignizujg the im pendence of the islands 
or establishing a temporary protector­ 
ate over tnem ?” 
Aguinaldo again refused to answer. 
Pending the conclusion of the assem­ 
bly, Aguinaldo said he was coqfident 
there would 
be no trouble between 
America and the Filipinos. 
The insurgent leader denied having 
received a request from General Otis 
and Rear Adm iral Dewey to withdraw 
his troops to a prescribed distance from 
Manila and Cavite aud he declined tc 
dismiss the effect of such a request. 
The correspondent closely questioned 
him about 
last Saturday’s incident

Pennsylvania troops pro 
ceeded to establish a new outpost. The 
Filipinos objected and nearly precipi 
tated hostilities, ordering the Am eri­ 
cans to w ithdraw in 20 m inutes.

American reinforcements. Finally G en­ 
eral Hale ordered all the Pennsylva­ 
nians to advance and the rebels w ith 
drew. 
The local governor has explained that 
the incident was a complete m istake, 
and has repudiated his subordinate’s 
action. 
Aguinaldo declared to this cor­ 
respondent th at the Filipino who made 
the trouble merely pretended to be an 
officer and it entirely unconnected w ith 
the insurgent arm y. 
Aguinaldo com 
plained th a t the Spaniards were “ dis­ 
sem inating false reports for the pu r­ 
i n e of fom enting antagonism between 
the Filipino&nnd the A m ericans.”

mingham, secretary of state for the col­ 
onies in Lord Salisbury’s cabinet and 
valiant champion of an Anglo-Saxon 
alliance, arrived in New York on the 
White Star steamship Majestic. 
With 
Mr. Chamberlain came his charming 
American wife, who was Miss Mary 
Endicott, daughter of the secretary of 
war during Mt. Cleveland’s first term 
as president, and his equally charming 
daughter. 
After a visit with Mrs. 
Chamberlain’s parents it is Mr. Cham­ 
berlain's intention to spend several 
weeks traveling through the western 
states, visiting the larger cities from 
Chicago to San Francisco. 
As the Majestic came up through the 
Narrows a magnificent thunderstorm 
broke over the harbor. Boarding the big 
liner from the revenue cutter Manhattan 
I found Mr. Chamberlain on deck, ad­ 
miring the play of lightning, regardless 
of the rain, which was then coming 
down in torrents. When accosted, how­ 
ever, he turned quickly and cordially 
led the way into the saloon, where he 
consented with no show of reluctance to 
discuss international politics. * 
“ I shall first be the interviewer, ” he 
began, "and before I talk to you yon 
shall give me the details of the victory 
achieved by the sirdar, General Sir Her­ 
bert Kitchener, over the forces of the 
khalifa. ” Mr. Chamberlain had heard 
at quarantine that the sirdar had dealt 
Mahdism a deathblow, but he listened 
to the details with keen enjoyment, his 
blue eyes brightening perceptibly when

When I declared 
that even war itself would be oheaply 
purchased if in a great aud noble cause 
the 8tars and stripes and the union 
jaok should wave together, I had no 
mental reservation, and I am happy to 
say that I voiced the sentiments of 999 
out of every 1,000 Englishmen. 
"England is ready,"and this was 
Mid with emphasis upon each word, 
"to meet the United States more than 
half way. It ie for yon to determine 
how dom the relations between the two 
countries shall become. There are no 
great obstacles to be orerooms in bring 
hag the English epee king peoples in a1 
llanos. When your senate decades that 
it is to your interests to Join with us in 
securing certain benefits to both na 
Bona, the alliance will quickly be an 
accomplished fact. Why shouldn’t we 
be allied? Our interests are common, 
is our language.

Eng 
land gloried in your success in the late 
war, or, should I say, the present war? 
Our sympathies were yours. Now let 
ue have a little better understanding all 
around and we can snap our fingers at 
hostile intrigues." 
"Referring to the war with Suain. 


Mr. Chamberlain, is mere tram in me 
report that Germany and France ap- 
proacned England with a proposition to 
coerce the United States into peace?’’ I 
asked. 
“ Now, I really wish that I could an­ 
swer that question, tn t I can’t 
Yon 
may readily understand why. 
But, 
while on this subject, I can confirm the 
report that an agreement has been 
signed between England and Germany 
It is not an offensive and defensive al­ 
liance that has been formed, as some 
have declared. Tbe*agreement does not 
go that far. but I hope and expect that 
It will lead to closer relations between 
the two nations." 
"W hat do yon think of the United 
States as a possible colonial, power?" 
was asked. 
"One thing above all others I wish 
carefully to avoid," was the prompt re­ 
ply, "and that is the appearance of of­ 
fering advice to your government at 
Washington. The present administra­ 
tion seems able to cope with any propo­ 
sition brought before i t In our case a 
colonial policy bas elevated the entire 
national character. I believe that it 
woald do as much for the United States. 
The government of colonies is a matter 
that interests the people and makes pub­ 
lic life pleasanter. Our domestic gov­ 
ernment is certainly strengthened be­ 
cause of our colonies. 
"W e exact no revenues from our col­ 
onies, and with few exceptions they all 
pay their own way. 
Unless the United 
States applied its high tariff to its colo­ 
nies they would not be burdensome. 
The American tariff is a matter of in­ 
terest largely to the United States 
alone, but applied to colonies it would, 
I believe, be a mistake. The Philip­ 
pines, governed as I am sure they would 
be should they come under your control, 
would prove valuable possessions." 
Mr. Chamberlain meditated for a mo­ 
ment and then proceeded carefully: 
"The moral influence of the United 
States in the Pacific is bound to be felt 
by Russia and Germany. If yon take 
the Philippines, it will show that yon 
do not intend to be left out when it 
comes to solving the Chinese puzzle. 
The tendency of recent events has been 
to close China to countries like the 
United States and Great Britain. It is 
not to the interests of either country to 
submit to the slight which would be 
put upon us. How far you are willing 
to further our joint interests in China 
of course I don’t know. But much de­ 
pends upon your attitude. Europe fears 
an alliance between England and Amer­ 
ica, and I suppose it has its reasons. 
No matter what the next few months 
may bring forth the United States has 
responsibilities in the Pacific from 
which it cannot shrink.’’ 
"W hat is your opinion of the czar’s 
proposition for disarming Europe?’’ I 
asked. 
"The czar is sincere, ’* was the reply, 
but he is a dreamer. No doubt be 
wishes to illustrate his reign by means 
of a great peace programme. Oar good 
will bas gone out to him in his plan 
All that he asks is that a conference be 
held. It will probably be brought about. 
At its close the European armies will 
still exist as they do today. Their exist­ 
ence is no doubt a great buz den to the 
taxpayers, but it is a burden that will 
be borne for some years to come. Great 
Britain is a rich nation and we are bur­ 
dened less than the countries of the 
continent Then, too, we depend more 
upon our navy for our national exist­ 
ence than we do upon our army. 
With 
a combined European army of 12,000, 
OOO men, all more or less hostile to us, 
our navy is absolutely essential. 
"In view of Rnssia’s attitude toward 
China, it must be admitted that the 
czar’s call for peace is peculiar, to say 
the least The time was when China 
with a simple threat drove Russia from 
territory it long had occupied. That 
was before Japan had demonstrated to 
the world that the Chinese empire was 
little more than a crumbling shell. 
Europe’s armies may be disbanded, but, 
depend upon it, not before this eastern 
question has been finally settled 
the 
satisfaction of all concerned." 
When I asked Mr. Chamberlain about 
the report that an Anglo-Russian un­ 
derstanding had been practically com­ 
pleted and that Great Britain recognized 
Russia in Manchuria, Russia undertak­ 
ing to satisfy Great Britain in Chinese 
railway matters and to respect Eng­ 
land’s sphere in the valley of the Yang­ 
tze-Kiang, he said: 
"Such an understanding is news to 
me. There were no negotiations of that 
kind in progress when I left England. I 
am not in a position to deny the report, 
however, because I oannot tell what has 
happened while I was on the tea. ” 
Of Ireland and the Irish question in 
English politics Mr. Chamberlain had 
this to My: 
"Ireland is perfectly quiet and is en­ 
tering upon an era of prosperity. It bas 
just been given a reform measure in the 
shape of a local government bill, which 
givee absolute power in the matter of 
taxation. The bill ie farreaching and la 
liberal and is Identical with the local 
governments which England and Scot­ 
land have. The Irish members in the 
house of commons are mtisfied with it, 
and even Mr. Healy, who belongs to 
the most radical element, baa thanked 
the government for the measure, 
think it will bring about an entirely 
different feeling between the two peo­ 
ples."

A passing cloud is sufficient 
to interrupt the clearest signals, per­ 
haps in the critical moment of a battle, 
or a sun haze may render invisible the 
rays from the largest mirror, so that at 
any time without a clear atmosphere 
the system is useleas. 
It is not known that the heliographs 
system has ever been in use on ship­ 
board, and the sea service has nothing 
for daylight signaling that approaches 
its accomplishment in dry atmospheres. 
For night service at sea the flashlight 
appears to be the best system of signal­ 
ing in all weathers, though on rare oc­ 
casions the long beam of the electric 
searchlight thrown up op the sky has 
proved effective for communication 
when it was possible by no other means. 
An instance of such use was, reported a 
few years ago by two British ships, 
which while on opposite sides of a high 
promontory nine miles in width opened 
communication with each other by 
means of dot and dash flashes on the 
sky from their searchlights.*—Lippin- 
cott’s.

CHAMBERLAIN TALKS. 


Views of the English Statesman 
on International Affairs. 


FAVORS ANGLO-AMERICAN UNION.

Heavier by perhaps ten pounds than 
when last in America two years ago, 
slightly older in appearance, bnt still 
carrying his years, that now number 62, 
as lightly as he does his political hon­ 
ors, the R ight Hon. Joseph Chamber- 
lain, member of parliament for Bir­ 
mingham, secretary of state for the col­ 
onies in Lord Salisbury’s cabinet and 
valiant champion of an Anglo-Saxon 
alliance, arrived in New York on the 
White Star steamship Majestic. 
W ith 
Mr. Chamberlain came his charming 
American wife, who was Miss Mary 
Endicott, daughter of the secretary of 
war dnring Mr. Cleveland’s first term 
as president, and his equally charming 
daughter. 
Alter a visit with Mrs. 
Chamberlain’s parents it is Mr. Cham­ 
berlain’s intention to spend several 
weeks traveling through the western 
states, visiting the larger cities from 
Chicago to San Francisco. 
As the Majestic came up through the 
Narrows a magnificent thunderstorm 
broke over the harbor. Boarding the big 
liner from the revenue cutter M anhattan 
I found Mr. Chamberlain on deck, ad­ 
miring the play of lightning, regardless 
of the rain, which was then coining 
down in torrents. When accosted, how­ 
ever, he turned quickly and cordially 
led the way into the saloon, where he 
consented with no show of reluctance to 
discuss international politics. 
* 
"I shall first be the interviewer, ” he 
began, “ and before I talk to you you 
shall give me the details of the victory 
achieved by the sirdar, General Sir Her­ 
bert Kitchener, over the forces of the 
khalifa. ” Mr. Chamberlain had heard 
at quarantine that the sirdar had dealt 
Mahdism a deathblow, but he listened 
to the details with keen enjoyment, his 
blue eyes brightening perceptibly when

he heard that Omdurman bad fallen and 
that a camel corps was pursuing the 
fugitive khalifa. “ That settles it for all 
time, ’’ he broke in impetuously. “ Gor­ 
don is avenged. 
The khalifa will be 
killed by bis own followers should he 
escape our cavalry. 
Young man, yob 
will live to see the time when a rail­ 
road will be built through that country 
to the great Transvaal and the Cape. ” 
The latest uprising in Crete was news 
to Mr. Chamberlain, who seemed to be 
much worried when told that the Brit­ 
ish consul at Candia was reported 
killed. 
He refused to discuss the affair 
further than to say that it might have 
a farreaching effect upon European pol­ 
itics. When asked if he could add any­ 
thing to his now world famous speech 
delivered at Birmingham last May, Mr. 
Chamberlain said: 
“ There is little for me to say concern­ 
ing an Anglo-Saxon alliance that has 
not been already said. When I declared 
that even war itself would be cheaply 
purchased if in a great and noble cause 
the stars and stripes and the onion 
jack should wave together, I had no 
mental reservation, and I am happy to 
say that I voiced the sentiments of 999 
out of every 1,000 Englishmen. 
“ England is ready,“ and this was 
said with emphasis upon each word, 
“ to meet the United Stites more than 
half way. It is for yon to determine 
how close the relations between the two 
countries shill become. There ire no 
great obstacles to be overcome in bring 
ing the English speaking peoples in nl- 
1 lance. 
When year senate decides that 
it is to your interests to join with na in 
securing certain benefits to both na­ 
tions, the alliance will quickly be an 
accomplished fact. 
Why shouldn’t we 
be allied? Our interests are common, as 
is our language. 
We are both striving 
for the betterment of mankind. 
Eng­ 
land gloried in your success in the late 
war, or, should I say, the present war? 
Our sympathies were yours. 
Now let 
os have a little better understanding all 
around and we can snap our fingers at 
hostile intrigues. ’’ 
“ Referring to the war with Snain. 


Mr Chamberlain, is mere trntn in tnt* 
report that Germany and France ap- 
proacned England with a proposition to 
coerce the United States into peace?’’ I 
asked. 
‘‘Now’, I really wish that I could an­ 
swer that qnestion, bnt I can’t. 
You 
may readily understand why. 
But, 
while on this subject, I can confirm the 
report that an agreement has been 
signed between England and Germany 
It is not an offensive aud defensive al­ 
liance that has been formed, as some 
have declared. The agreement does not 
? 
[o that far. but I hope and expect that 
t will lead to closer relations between 
the two nations. ’’ 
“ What do you think of the United 
States as a possible colonial, power?” 
was asked. 
“ One thing above all others I wish 
carefully to avoid, ’’ was the prompt re 
ply, "and that is the appearance of of­ 
fering advice to your government at 
Washington. 
The present adm inistra­ 
tion seems able to cope with any propo­ 
sition brought before i t 
In our case a 
colonial policy has elevated the entire 
national character. I believe that it 
would do a8innch for the United States. 
The government of colonies is a m atter 
that interests the people and makes pub­ 
lic life pleasanter. 
Our domestic gov­ 
ernment is certainly strengthened be­ 
cause of our colonies. 
“ We exact no revenues from our col­ 
onies, aud with few exceptions they all 
pay their own way. 
Unless the United 
States applied its high tariff to its colo­ 
nies they would not be burdensome. 
The American tariff is a matter of in­ 
terest largely to the United States 
alone, but applied to colonies it would, 
I believe, be a mistake. 
The Philip­ 
pines, governed as I am sure they would 
be should they come under your control, 
would prove valuable possessions.” 
Mr. Chamberlain meditated for a mo­ 
ment and then proceeded carefully: 
“ The moral influence of the United 
States in the Pacific is bound to be felt 
by Russia and Germany. 
If you take 
the Philippines, it will show that you 
do not intend to be left out when it 
comes to solving the Chinese puzzle. 
The tendency of reoent events has been 
to close China to countries like the 
United States and Great Britain. It is 
not to the interests of either country to 
submit to the slight which would be 
put upon us. 
How far you are willing 
to further our joint interests in China 
of course I don’t know. 
But much de­ 
pends upon your attitude. Europe fears 
an alliance between England and Amer­ 
ica, and I suppose it has its reasons. 
No matter what the next few months 
may bring forth the United States has 
responsibilities in 
the Pacific 
from 
which it cannot shrink.” 
“ What is your opinion of the czar’s 
proposition for disarming Europe?” I 
asked. 
“ The czar is sincere, ” was the reply, 
“ but he is a dreamer. 
No doubt be 
wishes to illustrate his reign by means 
of a great peace programme. Our good 
will has gone out to him in his plan 
All that he asks is that a conference be 
held. It w ill probably be brought about. 
At its close the European armies will 
still exist as they do today. Their exist­ 
ence is no doubt a great balden to the 
taxpayers, bat it is a burden that will 
be borne for some years to come. Great 
Britain is a rich nation and we are bur­ 
dened less than the countries of the 
continent Then, too, we depend more 
upon our navy for oar national exist­ 
ence than we do upon our army. 
W ith 
a combined European army of 12,000,- 
000 men, all more or less hostile to os, 
our navy is absolutely essential 
“ In view of Russia’s attitude toward 
China, it must be admitted that the 
czar’s call for peace is peculiar, to say 
the least 
The time was when China 
with a simple threat drove Russia from 
territory it long had occupied. 
That 
was before Japan had demonstrated to 
the world that the Chinese empire was 
little more than a Grambling shell. 
Europe’s armies may be disbanded, but, 
depend upon it, not before this eastern 
question has been finally settled to the 
satisfaction of all concerned.” 
When I asked Mr. Chamberlain abont 
the report that an Anglo-Rnssian un­ 
derstanding had been practically com 
pleted and that Great Britain recognized 
Russia in Manchuria, Russia undertak­ 
ing to satisfy Great Britain in Chinese 
railway matters and to respect Eng­ 
land’s sphere in the valley of the Yang- 
tse-Kiang, he said: 
Such an understanding is news to 
me. There were no negotiations of that 
kind in progress when I left England. I 
am not in a position to deny the report, 
however, because I cannot tell w hat has 
happened while I was on the tea.” 
O f Ireland and the Irish qnestion in 
English politics Mr. Chamberlain had 
this to say: 
“ Ireland is perfectly quiet and is en­ 
tering upon an era of prosperity. It bas 
just been given a reform measure in the 
shape of a local government bill, which 
gives absolute power in the matter of 
taxation. The bill is farreaching and is 
liberal and is Identical with the local 
governments which England and Scot­ 
land hava 
The Irish members in the 
house of commons are satisfied with it, 
and even Mr. Healy, who belongs to 
the most radical element, has thanked 
the government for the measure. 
I 
think it w ill bring about an entirely 
different feeling between the two peo­ 
ples.” 
„

of England had come to look upon the 
Nicaragua canal as an American project 
He honed to see it com Dieted soon.

The H eliograph. 
With all its superiority in distances 
the heliograph is too uncertain for sole 
reliance. A passing cloud is sufficieut 
to interrupt the clearest signals, per­ 
haps in the critical moment of a battle, 
or a sun haze may render invisible the 
rays from the largest mirror, so that at 
any time without a clear atmosphere 
the system is useless. 
It is not known that the heliographs 
system has ever been in use on ship­ 
board, and the sea service has nothing 
for daylight signaling that approaches 
its accomplishment in dry atmospheres. 
For night service at sea the flashlight 
appears to be the best system of signal­ 
ing in all weathers, though on rare oc­ 
casions the long beam of the electric 
searchlight thrown up on the sky has 
proved effective 
for 
communication 
when it was possible by no other means. 
An instance of such use was. reported a 
few years ago by two British ships, 
which while on opposite sides of a high 
promontory nine miles in width opened 
communication with each other by 
means of dot and dash flashes on the 
sky from their searchlights.—Lippin- 
cott’s.

leg was permitted to fall over an em­ 
bankment and allowed to stay there in 
that condition until it died. 
In answer we have to say, that as 
Boon as the case mentioned was brought 
to the notice of the humane society the 
president. J. Vt. Albright, oalled on the 
owner (In the absence of the agent 
from the oity) and notified him that in 
case he did not care for the horse he 
would be prosecuted for cruelty, and 
the owner promised to attend to the 
animal immediately. 
Your correspondent is perfectly right 
in complaining when she is aware of any 
case of cruelty, and not wait, as in this 
case, until the horse is dead, and then 
complain through the newspapers in 
stead of coming to the humane agent 
with her information. It is not too late 
to prosecute the owner of the animal, 
and we would ask “M.” if she will now 
place us in a position to successfully 
prosecute the case, by furnishing the 
agent of the humane society with evi­ 
dence sufficient to convict. If she will, 
we will keep her name confidential if 
she so desires. 
The humane society stands ready and 
willing, and even anxious, to prosecute 
all cases of cruelty, of whatever nature, 
that may be brought to their attention. 
We would say to “M.” and all others to 
come to the front, aid us in the enforce­ 
ment of the humane laws and we will 
not reveal their names where they do 
not desire us so to do. We are willing 
to take all the responsibility, all the 
abuse, all the cursing that may be 
heaped upon us by offenders of the hu­ 
mane laws, even if we are very poorly 
paid for our services. Some may think 
that the agent of the humane society is 
well paid for what he does, but such is 
not the case, and our books will show it. 
W e are called upon frequently to a r­ 
rest husbands for non support of their 
families, but in so doing the wife fails 
to be the prosecuting witness when the 
case comes to trial, thereby defeating all 
efforts to bring the guilty ones to their 
. ju st dues, th at of the workhouse, a fine, 
' or be compelled to support the families. 
* G ood evidence is all we ask; then we 
will attend to the humane business 
punctually and faithfully, to the satis­ 
faction of “M.” and all good citizens. 
We have been criticised some through 
the press, but this is the first case that 
we have felt called upon to answer, not 
wishing to rush into newspaper noto­ 
riety or controversy, which we will not 
do. We are willing to do our duty, and 
expect aid in so doing.

Snow That Is Alive. 
A most curious phenomenon in the 
northw est of Canada is the appearance 
of m illions of m inute black insects 
whenever a thaw occurs. 
D uring the w inter the snow is dry 
and crisp like sand, and nothing w h at­ 
ever can be discovered of these insects, 
but as soon as a thaw comes they are 
found everywhere in large patches, 
looking like a dusting of soot. 
They are generally known as snow 
fleas or snow lice and have slight hop­ 
ping powers, being able to leap some 
three or four inches. They entirely dis­ 
appear when it freezes again, and not 
a trace of them can be found. 
They do not fall w ith the snow as 
there m ay have been no snow for a 
m onth or more before th eir arrival and 
are probably analogous to the ‘‘red 
snow” of arctic regions.

In answer we have to say, th at as 
soon as the oase m entioned was brought 
to the notice of the hum ane society the 
president. J. VV. Albright, called on the 
ow ner (In the absence of the agent 
from the oity) and notified him th at in 
case he did not care for the horse he 
would be prosecuted for cruelty, and 
th e owner promised to attend to the 
anim al im m ediately. 
Your correspondent is perfectly right 
in complaining when she is aw are of any 
oase of cruelty, and not w ait, as in this 
case, until the horse is dead, and then 
com plain through the newspapers in ­ 
stead of coming to th e hum ane agent 
w ith her inform ation. 
It is not too late 
to prosecute the ow ner of the anim al, 
an d we would ask “M.” if she will now 
place us in a position to successfully 
prosecute the oase, by furnishing the 
agent of the hum ane society w ith evi­ 
dence sufficient to convict. 
If she will, 
w e will keep her nam e confidential if 
•he so desires. 
The hum ane society stands ready and 
willing, and even anxious, to prosecute 
all cases of cruelty, of whatever nature, 
th a t m ay be brought to their attention. 
W e would say to “M.” and all others to 
come to the front, aid us in the enforce­ 
m ent of the hum ane laws and we will 
not reveal their nam es where they do 
not desire us so to do. 
W e are w illing 
to take all the responsibility, all the 
abuse, all the cursing th at m ay be 
heaped upon us by offenders of the h u ­ 
m ane laws, even if we are very poorly 
paid for our services. 
Some m ay think 
th a t the agent of the hum ane society is 
well paid for w hat he does, but such is 
not the case, and our books will show it. 
W e are called upon frequently to a r­ 
rest husbands for non-support of their 
families, but in so doing the wife fails ! 
to be the prosecuting witness when the ! 
case comes to trial, thereby defeating all 
efforts to bring the guilty ones to their 
ju st dues, th at of the workhouse, a fine, 
or be compelled to support the families. 
Good evidence is all we a s k ; then we 
will attend to the hum ane business 
punctually and faithfully, to the satis­ 
faction of “ M .” and all good citizens. 
We have beeu criticised some through 
th e press, but this is the first case th at 
we have felt called upon to answer, not 
wishing to rush into newspaper noto­ 
riety or controversy, which we will not 
do. 
W e are w illing to do our duty, and 
expect aid in so doing.

A most carious phenomenon in the 
northw est of Canada is the appearance 
of m illions of m inute black insects 
whenever a thaw occurs. 
D aring the w inter the snow is dry 
and crisp like sand, and nothing w h at­ 
ever can be discovered of these insects, 
bat us soon as a thaw comes 
found everywhere in large 
looking like a dusting of soot. 
They are generally known as snow 
fleas or snow lice and have slight hop­ 
ping powers, being able to leap some 
three or four inches. They entirely dis­ 
appear when it freezes again, and not 
a trace of them can be found. 
They do not fall w ith the snow as 
there may have been no snow for a 
m onth or more before their arrival and 
are probably analogous to the “ red 
snow” of arctic regions.

The ending may be changed from 
an unhappy to a happy one; the charac 
ter of the heroine may be whitewashed 
the tender age of the young person win 
goes to the matinee may be considered 
as of prime importance.

Miss Mabel Wilongbby, writing in 
the Toronto Globe, relates this strange 
story:

“ The party soon reached the inn, 
and, to uncle’s surprise, the two stran­ 
gers trotted on past the only resting place 
there was for miles. 
But he concluded 
that they were hunters or settlers liv­ 
ing farther on, and so for the time 
thought no more of it.

However, he trou­

by night aud turned back. On return­ 
ing to the bedroom he found my uncle 
dozing, aud so made no mention of the 
uncanny pair in the barroom, and in a j 
few miuute8 fell asleep also. 
“ After a short sleep uncle awoke and j 
almost started out of bed, having had a 
most vivid and frightful dream, in 
which he saw one of those men advauc- \ 
iug toward him with a dark lantern 
turned upon his face aud a drawn knife i 
in his hand But, finding the room per- ! 
feetly quiet, uncle persuaded himself 
that his dream was the result of some 
slight apprehension he had had concern­ 
ing the two men, and so fell asleep 
again, bnt only to have the horrible vi­ 
sion repeated. 
“ He began to feel that the dream, so 
vivid aud persistent, might have the 
nature of a presentiment, so put his 
hand under the pillow to see that his 
pistols which he carried were safe. 
But as everything continued perfectly j 
still he allowed himself to fall into a i 
light doze, which was again interrupt­ 
ed by the same dream, like a m idnight! 
specter. 
‘Now thoroughly alarmed and feel­ 
ing that his dream was sent as a warn­ 
ing, he roused the old gentleman by his 
side aud told him of it. Mr. H. then 
told him of the men in the barroom. 
This increasing their apprehension, the 
two men decided to watch by turns, Mr. 
H. taking the first watch. Not five min­ 
utes had elapsed before a footstep just 
outside their door caught the ear of 
both men. 
“ In a moment the door opened very 
softly, and a man stealthily entered and 
crept toward the bed, while the two in 
the bcd prepared for immediate defense 
when the villain had come close enough 
to be seen distinctly, kept perfectly 
quiet When within about two yards of 
the bed, the intending assassin, by the 
manipulation of his lantern, which un­ 
til this time had remained perfectly 
dark. threw a clear light over the sup­ 
posed sleepers and revealed to them the 
reality of the vision—the same man, 
knife and lantern, with, his murderous 
intention hideously written on his fixed 
countenance. 
“ One glance at his intended victims 
and his expression changed to amaze­ 
ment and fear and he stood like one 
paralyzed as he met my uncle’s steady 
and white face, who, with pistol pre 
seuted, waited bnt another move on the 
part of the villain to kill him on the 
spot. 
Bnt the man didn’t move. 
All 
was perfectly still, except for a smoth­ 
ered prover from the old gentleman 
Uncle was the first to speak, demand 
iug what he wanted. No reply was 
given. 
Uncle then, threateningly ad­ 
vancing bis piece, ordered bim to leave 
the room at once on pain of death. In j 
obedience to this the robber, without ( 
turning his face or changing his atli- j 
tude in any way, backed as steadily I 
from the room as he had entered it and 
was seen no move.”

R eality Wan a P erfect R eproduction of 
the Vision of the Hrain. 


Mi ss Mabel W ilongbby, w riting in 
the Toronto Globe, relates this strange 
sti try: 
“ Many years ago my great-uncle, a 
m agistrate of N iagara district, had oc­ 
casion, as he often had, to make a jo u r­ 
ney on horseback through some of the 
more unsettled parts of western On 
tnrio. 
Ah those were the pioneer days, 
m any parts of O ntario now thickly set­ 
tled aud prosperous com m unities were 
alm ost unbroken stretches of forest, in­ 
tersected by roads, passable only by 
equestrians. 
The only places of public 
accommodation were small taverns or 
inns to be found at intervals of many 
miles along these trails or roads. 
My

“ One afternoon, tow ard nightfall, as 
they were nearing the sm all inn where 
they intended stopping for the night, 
they beard the sound of horses’ hoofs 
close behind them, aud, turning in his 
saddle, my uncle saw th at the strangers 
approaching him were a dark visaged 
pair of meu whom he bad noticed at 
the dinner table w ith him at the last 
hostelry. 
They, however, saluted my 
uncle and Mr. H., his father-in-law , in 
a very civil m anner and returned the 
com plim ents of the hoar. 
“ Tho party soon reached the inn, 
and, to uncle’s surprise, the two stran­ 
gers trotted on past the only resting place 
there was for miles. 
But he concluded 
th at they were hunters or se tte rs liv ­ 
ing farther on, and so for the tim e 
thought no more of it. 
“ O ar two grain dealers took their 
supper and shortly afterw ard retired 
comfortably for the night. 
Not long 
after going to bed Mr. H., feeling thirs­ 
ty, rose and went down to the barroom 
for a drink of water. 
(No laughter here. 
He was a local preacher and stanch ad­ 
herent to the M ethodist church.) 
“ On entering the bar he was greatly 
surprised to see stretched out on the 
wooden benches the guests of the d in ­ 
ner table and traveling companions of 
the early evening. 
However, he trou­ 
bled very little about the m atter, as he 
thought th at they had been overtaken 
by night aud turned back. 
On return­ 
ing to the bedroom he found my uncle 
dozing, aud so made no mention of the 
uncanny pair in the barroom, aud in a 
few m inutes fell asleep also. 
“ After a short sleep uncle awoke and 
almost started out of bed, having had a 
most vivid and frightful dream, 
in 
which be saw one of those men advanc­ 
ing toward him w ith a dark lantern 
turned upon his face aud a draw n knife 
in his hand 
But, finding the room per­ 
fectly quiet, uncle persuaded him self 
that his dream was the result of some 
slight apprehension he had had concern­ 
ing the two men, and so fell asleep 
again, but only to have the horrible vi­ 
sion repeated. 
“ He began to feel th at the dream, so 
vivid and persistent, m ight have the 
nature of a presentim ent, so put his 
hand under the pillow to see th at his 
pistols which be carried were safe. 
But as everything continued perfectly j 
still he allowed him self to fall into a 
light doze, w hich was again in terru p t­ 
ed by the same dream , like a m idnight 
specter. 
“ Now thoroughly alarm ed and feel­ 
ing th at his dream was sent as a w arn­ 
ing, he roused the old gentlem an by his 
side and told him of it.

Heavier by perhaps ten pounds than 
when last in America two years ago, 
slightly older in appearance, but still 
carrying his years, that now nnraber 62, 
as lightly as he does his political hon­ 
ors, the R ight Hon. Joseph Chamber- 
lain, member of parliament for Bir­ 
mingham, secretary of state for the col­ 
onies in Lord Salisbury’s cabinet and 
valiant champion of an Anglo-Saxon 
alliance, arrived in New York on the 
White Star steamship Majestic. 
With 
Mr. Chamberlain came his charming 
American wife, who was Miss Mary 
Endicott, daughter of the secretary of 
war during Mr. Cleveland’s first term 
as president, and his equally charming 
daughter. 
Alter a visit with Mrs. 
Chamberlain’s parents it is Mr. Cham­ 
berlain’s intention to spend several 
weeks traveling through the western 
states, visitiug the larger cities from 
Chicago to San Francisco. 
As the Majestic came up through the 
Narrows a magnificent thunderstorm 
broke over the harbor. Boarding the big 
liner from the revenue cutter Manhattan 
I found Mr. Chamberlain on deck, ad­ 
miring the play of lightning, regardless 
of the rain, which was then coining 
down in torrents. When accosted, how­ 
ever, he turned quickly and cordially 
led the way into the saloon, where he 
consented with no show of reluctance to 
discuss international politics. ’ 
"I shall first be the interviewer, ” he 
began, "and before I talk to you you 
shall give me the details of the victory 
achieved by the sirdar, General Sir Her­ 
bert Kitchener, over the forces of the 
khalifa." Mr. Chamberlain had heard 
at quarantine that the sirdar had dealt 
Mahdisni a deathblow, but be listened 
to the details with keen enjoyment, bis 
blae eyes brightening perceptibly when

he heard that Cinderman had fallen and 
that a camel corps was pursuing the 
fugitive khalifa. "That settles it for all 
time,” he broke in impetuously. "Gor­ 
don is avenged. 
The khalifa will be 
killed by bis own followers should he 
escape our cavalry. 
Young man, you 
will live to see the time when a rail­ 
road will be built through that country 
to the great Transvaal and the Cape. ” 
The latest uprising in Crete was news 
to Mr. Chamberlain, who seemed to be 
much worried when told that the Brit­ 
ish consnl at Candia was reported 
killed. 
He refused to discuss the affair 
further than to say that it might have 
a farreaching effect upon European pol­ 
itics. When asked if he could add any­ 
thing to his now world famous speech 
delivered at Birmingham last May, Mr 
Chamberlain said: 
"There is little for me to say concern­ 
ing an Anglo-Saxon alliance thut has 
not been already said. When I declared 
that even war itself woald be cheaply 
purchased if in a great and noble cause 
the stars and stripes and the union 
jack should wave together, I had no 
mental reservation, and I am happy to 
say that I voiced the sentiments of 999 
out of every 1,000 Englishmen. 
"England is ready,” and this was 
said with emphasis upon each word, 
"to meet the United States more than 
half way. It Is for yon to determine 
how close the relations between the two 
countries shall become. There are no 
great obstacles to be overcome in bring 
lag the English speaking peoples in al­ 
liance 
When your senate decides that 
it is to your interests to join with us in 
securing certain benefits to both na­ 
tions, the alliance will quickly be an 
accomplished fact. 
Why shouldn't we 
be allied? Our interests are common, as 
is our language 
We are both striving 
for the betterment of mankind. 
Eng­ 
land gloried in your success in the late 
war, or, should I say, the present war? 
Our sympathies were yours. 
Now let 
us have a little better understanding all 
around and we can snap our fingers at 
hostile intrigues." 
" Referring to the war with Soain. 


Mr (Jnanaberiain, is mere trntn in tne 
report that Germany and France ap- 
proacned England with a proposition to 
coerce the United States into peace?” I 
asked. 
"Now, I really wish that I could an­ 
swer that question, but I can’t. 
You 
may readily understand why. 
But, 
while on this subject, I can confirm the 
report that an agreement has been 
signed between England and Germany 
It is not an offensive and defensive al­ 
liance that has been formed, as some 
have declared. The agreement does not 
go that far. but I hope and expect that 
ft will lead to closer relations between 
the two nations. ” 
"W hat do you think of the United 
States as a possible colonial power?” 
was asked. 
"One thing above all others I wish 
carefully to avoid, ” w’as the prompt re­ 
ply, "and that is the appearance of of­ 
fering advice to your government at 
Washington. 
The present administra­ 
tion seems able to cope with any propo­ 
sition brought before it. 
In our case a 
colonial policy has elevated the entire 
national character. I believe that it 
would do as much for the United Statea 
The government of colonies is a matter 
that interests the people and makes pub­ 
lic life pleasanter. 
Our domestic gov­ 
ernment is certainly strengthened be­ 
cause of our colonies. 
"W e exact no revenues from our col­ 
onies, aud with few exceptions they all 
pay their own way. 
Unless the United 
States applied its high tariff to its colo­ 
nies they would not be burdensome. 
The American tariff is a matter of in­ 
terest largely to the United States 
alone, but applied to colonies it would, 
I believe, be a mistake. 
The Philip­ 
pines, governed as I am sure they would 
be should they come under your control, 
would prove valuable possessions.” 
Mr. Chamberlain meditated for a mo­ 
ment and then proceeded carefully: 
"The moral influence of the United 
States in the Pacific is bound to be felt 
by Russia and Germany. 
If you take 
the Philippines, it will show that you 
do not intend to be left out when it 
comes to solving the Chinese puzzle. 
The tendency of recent events has been 
to close China to countries like the 
United States and Great Britain. It is 
not to the interests of either country to 
submit to the slight which would be 
put upon us. How far you are willing 
to further our joint interests in China 
of course I don’t know. 
But much de­ 
pends upon your attitude. Europo fears 
an alliance between England and Amer­ 
ica, and I suppose it has its reasons. 
No matter what the next few months 
may bring forth the United States has 
responsibilities in 
the Pacific 
from 
which it cannot shrink. ” 
" What is your opinion of the czar’s 
proposition for disarming Europe?” I 
asked. 
"The czar is sincere, ” was the reply, 
"but he is a dreamer. 
No doubt be 
wishes to illustrate his reign by means 
of a great peace programme. Our good 
will has gone out to him iu his plan 
All that he asks is that a conference be 
held. It will probably be brought about. 
At its close the European armies will 
still exist as they do today. Their exist­ 
ence is no doubt a great bul den to the 
taxpayers, but it is a burden that will 
be borne for some years to come. Great 
Britain is a rich nation aud we are bur­ 
dened less than the countries of the 
continent Then, too, we depend more 
upon our navy for our national exist­ 
ence than we do upon our army. 
With 
a combined European army of 12,000,- 
000 men, all more or less hostile to us, 
our navy is absolutely essential. 
"In view of Russia’s attitude toward 
China, it must be admitted that the 
czar’s call for peace is peculiar, to say 
the least 
The time was when China 
with a simple threat drove Russia from 
territory it long had occupied. That 
was before Japau bad demonstrated to 
the world that the Chinese empire was 
little more than a crumbling shell 
Europe’s armies may be disbanded, but, 
depend upon it, not before this eastern 
question has been finally settled to the 
satisfaction of all concerned.” 
When I asked Mr. Chamberlain about 
the report that un Anglo Russian un­ 
derstanding had been practically com 
pleted and that Great Britain recognized 
Russia in Manchuria, Russia undertak­ 
ing to satisfy Great Britain iii Chinese 
railway matters and to respect Eng­ 
land’s sphere in the valley of the Yaug- 
tse-Kiaug, he said: 
"Such an understanding is news to 
me. There were no negotiations of that 
kind in progress when I left England. I 
am not in a position to deny the report, 
however, because I cannot tell what has 
happened while I was on the sea. ” 
Of Ireland and the Irish question in 
English politics Mr. Chamberlain had 
this to say: 
"Ireland is perfectly quiet and is en­ 
tering upon an era of prosperity. It has 
just been given a reform measure in the 
shape of a local government bill, which 
gives absolute power in the matter of 
taxation. The bill is farreaching and is 
liberal and is Identical with the local 
governments which England and Boot 
land havei 
The Irish members in the 
house of commons are satisfied with it, 
and even Mr. Healy, who belongs to 
the most radical element, has thanked 
the government for the measure. 
I 
think it will bring about an entirely 
different feeling between the two peo­ 
ples.”

With all its superiority in distances 
the heliograph is too uncertain for sole 
reliance. A passing cloud is sufficient 
to interrupt the clearest signals, per­ 
haps in the critical moment of a battle, 
or a sun haze may render invisible the 
rays from the largest mirror, so that at 
any time without a clear atmosphere 
the system is useless. 
It is uot kuown that the heliographic 
system has ever been in use on ship­ 
board, aud the sea service has nothing 
for daylight signaling that approaches 
its accomplishment iii dry atmospheres. 
For night service at sea the flashlight 
appears to be the best system of signal­ 
ing iii all weathers, though on rare oc­ 
casions the long beam of the electric 
searchlight thrown up op the sky has 
proved effective for communication 
when it was possible by no other means. 
An instance of such use was. reported a 
few’ years ago by two British ships, 
which while on opposite sides of a high 
promontory nine miles in width opened 
communication with each other by 
means of dot aud dash flashes on the 
sky from their searchlights.— Lippin- 
cott’s.

The household effects of Joe Brown

freight depot. 
They ram© from Pitts­ 
burg, and it is the first moving to come 
to the city in several weeks. 


I have just met and 
formed 
the 
acquaintance of a Mr Silver, a very fine 
looking man, about six feet in height, a 
blonde with Van Dyke whiskers. 
He 
has been in Manila for the past five 
years, engaged as an electrician; he 
claims Cleveland as his home, and states 
that he was well acquainted with Homer 
Laughlin. 
He informs me that when 
he first came to Manila he boiled and 
filtered all his drinking water, but for 
the past three years he has taken it just 
as it came to Manila from the adjacent 
mountain streams. 
He states that he 
has not made any great stake during his 
residence in Manila.but that the climate 
suits him to a nicety, and that he would 
have remained here had it not been 
Dewey’s order for all Americans to leave 
the city. 
I have just visited the Spanish pris­ 
oners at the guard house. 
There are 27 
of them, and a most pitiable and abject 
lot they 
are. 
They became panic 
stricken just after my arrival, and one 
of them, with hands uplifted and eves 
cast heavenward, muttered a prayer in 
his own language, as if asking God to 
Burtain him iii the trying hour, while 
another poor fellow, absolutely crazy 
from the effects of fear, kept crying out 
for his mother. 
It broke me down and 
I asked the interpreter to assume them 
that 
they should go free. 
Colonel 
Hawkins finally sent them away re­ 
joicing. 
One of the very best soldiers of Com­ 
pany A was found asleep on post last 
uight at No. 16 in front of the colonel’s 
quarters. 
He w ill be tried by court 
martial. 
The offense is a very serious 
one. 
I pleaded for him before the col­ 
onel, telling him that uncle and nephew 
are both excellent soldiers, never shirk­ 
ing duty ; but all in vain ; the law most 
take its coarse. 
I pray God that the 
sentence of the court martial may be a 
light one. 
Our boys are all broken up 
over the matter. 
The Tenth, as a regiment, went on 
outpost 
duty 
this 
morning, taking 
shovels along ; they will entrench near 
the enem y’s lines. 
Iii the absence of 
the colonel, who is ill, Major C u lb ert­ 
son will command. 
Sharpshooters are 
to be picked out, in order to down 
Spanish officers who may become too 
prominent. 
Sunday is the great fight­ 
ing day and night for the natives, aud 
the worried Spaniards may try to break 
through their lines. 
Our men will be 
strictly on the defensive, aud will only 
act when the Spaniards seem likely to 
succeed. 
Colonel Hawkins ordered the 
colbrs to remain in camp, with the color­ 
bearer and both guards.

It has been the downfall of a 
number of our men, and will be the 
downfall of many more. 
It is a curse to

day in front of our regiment. 
They 
finally came to blows, aud four or five 
of them “jumped” a comrade and were 
giving him a terrible drubbing, when 
the guard was called out and Lieutenant 
Scott, adjutant of the Second battalion, 
acting as officer of the guard, made his 
appearance. 
I threw my revolver belt 
around my body and joined him, and 
for some few minutes we had a lively 
time. 
One tough character by the name | 
of Haiuea, K Company, First California 
Volunteers, aud known as a prize fighter, 
made his escape, but 
Corporal An- 
dersoo, of Company B, assisted by Pri­ 
vate Forsythe and another member of 
Company D, Connellsville, chased the 
blackguard iuto the woods and cap­ 
tured him. He abused Lieutenant Scot;, 
foully, aud finally pushed the officer 
with his haud. when the armed guard 
interfered. 
As sergeant, I peremptorily 
ordered the California boys to rejoin 
their regiment, whioh they did like lit­ 
tle men. 
A young fellow by the name 
of Craig, a musician of K, First Cali­ 
fornia, acted like a gentleman and gave 
me ueeded information. 
I fixed him all 
right with my oolouel and had him dis­ 
missed from arrest. 
A member of the 
First Colorado refused to move on wheu 
so ordered by Adjutant Scott.

We 
have quit 
p la y in g soldier aud are down to the 
g e n u in e article. 
De Sousa, a German, 
was the one imposed upon,

not others interfered. 
Haines and De 
Sousa were arrested and brought before 
Haw kins, who had been sleeping and 
was out of hum or, and the way he 
called the toughs down would have 
made your heart 
glad.

De Sousa were finally held for court 
m artial and rem anded to the guard 
house. 
Haines struck someone enroute, 
arid the colonel ordered me to down 
him, which I did, assisted by one cf the 
guard, and 
Scott 
forced a bayonet 
through the coward’s teeth, gagging 
him, while Corporal Anderson bound 
him hand and foot. 
The fellow prom­ 
ised me, on honor, to make use of no 
more foul language in case I would per­ 
suade the colonel to relent and have the 
bayonet removed. I did as he requested 
and he at once proceeded to curse me, 
voluminously and multitudinously, and 
again the bayonet divided his ugly mug. 
He is now chewing cold iron in the 
guard house, while the cannon of the 
insurgents is making lively music for 
the Spaniards, playing 
on the bass 
strings, with intervening musketry by 
way of tenor, soprano and other mnsical 
notes not known to the pencil shover. 
“ Supper” has been shouted, and I’m 
off for grub. 
I disposed of a quart of 
coffee, four hardtack and three small 
pieces of flitch, fried to a crisp. 
Had 
boiled beef for dinner. 
Captain Shoaf 
and Lieutenant Ewing are on outpost 
duty. 
Lieutenaht Tidball is on the sick 
list and at company headquarters. 
We 
have five cooks and assistants. 
Other 
companies have two cooks and one as­ 
sistant. 
Each company has the same 
number of men. 
I can’t account for 
the difference in the number of cooks. 
I never was very clever iu arithmetic. 
I can’t understand why the cooks and 
the officers can have nice beefsteak for 
supper when poor Sergeant Palmer and 
his comrades 
must eat “sowbelly.” 
Officers draw a nice, fat salary. 
Pri­ 
vates and non-coms draw comparatively 
light salaries. 
Officers eat the rations 
of the men, as but 75 rations are issued 
to a company, as at present constituted, 
and the officers draw their rations, b y 
f o r c e o r i t s e q u i v a l e n t , and the men 
must not complain, under penalty of 
being termed kickers, mutinous or in­ 
subordinate. 
’Tis a pretty pickle or 
k e t t l e of—fish, and William McKinley, 
soldier, statesman and President, should 
kuow the full particulars and put on his 
adjusticators. 
One man came off guard 
—Private McGinnis—and was given a 
quart 
of 
coffee 
and 
but 
three 
crackers. 
He demurred, found no re­ 
dress, went straight to Colonel Hawkins 
and had eight crackers at his next meal. 
I am now getting nervous, as this may 
go through the hands of the press 
censor; and, again, the cannon are 
booming and I may be called upon as a 
reinforcement. 
I went to bed on Sunday night early. 
The Tenth had gone out on outpost 
drty in the morning, 
and 
Colonel 
Hawkins had ordered myself and my 
color guard to remain in camp. 
I was 
perfectly willing to do so, as I expected 
nothing bat police or outpost duty to be 
done, aud I told the colonel that if there 
was any fighting to be done, I wanted 
to take a hand in it. 
The colonel 
promised that I should, telling me that 
he was unfit for doty himself, that he 
anticipated no special trouble, and was 
sending the regiment out under charge 
of the senior major, Harry C ulbertson. 
I loaded my 38. stack the belt fall of 
cartridges, and then went down to the 
guard line, next the road. 
guard 
looked at me curiously, recognized me 
aud asked me what I was doing. I went 
back to bed, laid revolyer and belt by 
my side, looked to my gun and big 
cartridge belt, filled with 
calibre 45, 
looked to my eau teen of water and then 
lay back on my inflated gum pillow, a 
present in San Francisco, and was soon 
in an uneasy slumber. Half dreaming, I 
heard the big guns at Manila go: “ Boom, 
boom, boom ;” and 
then volley after 
volley of musketry awakened me, aud 
I sat up on my oot, my past experience 
telling me that a battle of some note was 
on hand. 
I got everything iii readiness 
and hurried to the colonel’s tent, where 
I heard him inquire: 
“ Where is the 
color sergeant?” “ Here, sir,” was my 
response, when he made answ er: 
“ Get 
your oolor guard together, sergeant, 
there is a fight on and I can't stand it. 
I am going oat to my regiment.” It was 
then, almost midnight. 
I got Evans, of 
E. Mt. Pleasant, and Eddie Boyle, of B, 
New Brighton, now my color guard, 
aud had them report at the colonel’s 
tent. 
I then went into the tent fen* the 
colors, when the colonel said: 
“ Let 
them alone, sergeant, we are not going 
to take them. I waut you to take charge 
of this squad 
as a reinforcement ” 
Lieutenant Scott was the officer of the 
guard aud we soon had 28 men in line, 
some of the men who were sick in the 
hospital joining us and taking a hand. 
“ Fours right,' was the order, and we 
were off for General Green’s headquar­ 
ters.

In answ er w e have to say, th a t as 
soon as th e case m entioned w as brought 
to th e notice of th e h um ane society th e 
president. J . VY. A lbright, called on th e 
o w n er (In 
th e absence of th e agent 
from th e oity) an d notified him th a t in 
case he did uot care for th e horse he 
w ould be prosecuted for cru elty , and 
th e ow ner prom ised to a tte n d to th e 
a n im al im m ediately. 
Y our correspondent is perfectly rig h t 
in com plaining w hen she is aw are of any 
case of cruelty, an d not w ait, as in this 
case, u n til th e horse is dead, aud then 
com plain th ro u g h th e new spapers in ­ 
stead of com ing to th e hum ane agent 
w ith her inform ation. 
I t is not too late 
to prosecute th e ow ner of th e anim al, 
an d w e w ould ask “ M ." if she w ill now 
place us in a position to successfully 
prosecute th e case, by fu rn ish in g the 
a g e n t of th e h um ane society w ith evi­ 
dence sufficient to convict. 
If she w ill, 
w e w ill keep h er nam e confidential if 
sh e so desires. 
T h e hum ane society stands ready and 
w illing, and even anxious, to prosecute 
all cases of oruelty, of w hatever natu re, 
th a t m ay be b ro u g h t to th e ir atten tio n . 
W e w ould say to “ M .” aud all others to 
com e to th e fro n t, aid us in th e enforce­ 
m en t of th e h u m an e law s aud we w ill 
n o t reveal th e ir nam es w here th ey do 
n ot desire us so to do. 
W e are w illing 
to tak e all th e responsibility, all th e 
abuse, all th e cursing th a t m ay be 
heaped upon us by offenders of th e h u ­ 
m ane law s, even if we are very jmorly 
paid for our services. 
Some m ay th in k 
th a t th e agent of th e hum ane society is 
w ell paid for w hat he does, bu t such is 
uo t the case, and our books w ill show it. I 
W e are called upon frequently to a r­ 
rest husbands for non support of th eir 
fam ilies, but in so doing th e w ife fails 
to be the prosecuting w itness w hen th e 
case comes to trial, thereby d efeating all 
efforts to bring the guilty ones to th eir 
ju st dues, th a t of th e w orkhouse, a fine, 1 
or be com pelled to support th e fam ilies. 
G ood evidence is all we ask ; th en we 
w ill atten d to th e h um ane business 
p u n ctu ally and faith fu lly , to th e satis­ 
faction of “ ML” an d all good citizens.
